A decision made by council 
late last year has been 
reversed. 

In September 2011, ward 
six Coun. Paul Collard 
motioned to restructure the 
Fort Erie Economic 
Development and Tourism 
Corporation (EDTC) and a 
the majority of council voted 
in favour of the EDTC's three 
staff members becoming 
employees of the Town of 
Fort Erie. 

At Monday's council-in- 
committee meeting, Collard 
asked council for support to 
rescind the motion and allow 
the EDTC to move back to its 
previous formula, operating 
as an arms-length agency to 
the municipality. 

Since council voted in 
favour of making this change 
last year, Collard said there 
has been a "maelstrom of dia¬ 
logue" over the issue by peo¬ 
ple who both agreed and dis¬ 
agreed with the process.

"It is also a fact that the 
town has been dealt a lousy 
hand over the last few 
weeks," said Collard, refer¬ 
ring to the Ontario Lottery 
and Gaming Corporation 
(OLG)'s decision to close 
the slots at Fort Erie 
Racetrack at the end of the 
month. 

The councillor for 
Stevensville says that now 
is a time to support the 
EDTC and any plans it may 
have in an attempt to save 
hundreds of jobs at the 
slots and later at the race- 

"We must also count on 
our partners," said Collard. 

After finishing his com¬ 
ments, council unanimous¬ 
ly voted in favour of 
rescinding his motion from 
September. 

Afterthe meeting, Collard 
said the purpose of remov¬ 
ing his motion from last 
year was to put council in a 
position to focus on more 
important issues in Greater 
Fort Erie and giving the 
EDTC the support it needs 
to find a solution for the 
Fort Erie Racetrack. 

"It's just a distraction we 
don't need right now," said 


Collard. 

At the meeting that coun¬ 
cil approved Collard's 
motion in September 2011, 
several figures from the 
local business community 
attended as delegates, 
expressing concern for 
what was about to happen. 

Many people in the com¬ 
munity criticized the deci¬ 
sion, saying some members 
of council had a lack of 
confidence in the EDTC. 

"I can see how the origi¬ 
nal motion might have 
done thathe said. 

Collard said the intent of 
putting the EDTC under 
the Town's umbrella should 
never be considered as an 
attempt to abolish it or 
limit its ability to promote 
economic development. 

"Nobody ever said the 
EDTC was going to be dis¬ 
banded," said Collard. 

The Stevensville council¬ 
lor feels that council's pri¬ 
ority should not be discuss¬ 
ing semantics but finding 
ways to attract new busi- 

"We need to start answer¬ 
ing what's going to happen 
tomorrow," he said. 

"It's very important for 
us, turning this town 
around and getting some 
long-term, sustainable 
growth," he added.

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
said Fort Erie has faced a 
number of unique challeng¬ 
es such as brownfield and 
provincially significant wet¬ 
land legislation, which has 
limited the amount of devel¬ 
opment that be started in 

Shular hopes these addi¬ 
tional recommendations will 
alleviate some of those 
obstacles. 

"We need to link these to 
an overall strategy," said 
Shular. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
also expressed his support 
for the recommendations 
and along with the rest of 
council, hopes they will be 
taken seriously at the regional 
level. 

"I look forward to the next 
steps," said Hill. 

Ward 6 Coun. Paul Collard 
was very pleased with the 
report and the fact that all of 
council were supportive of it. 

"It's a great step forward in 
giving this town some more 
direction and economic 
development," said Collard. 


Local politicians have 
unanimously supported a 
staff report that is expected to 
open up opportunities for 
more local jobs. 

At Monday's council-in- 
committee meeting, six rec¬ 
ommendations were for¬ 
warded to the Niagara Region 
by the Town of Fort Erie, with 
hopes they are added to the 
Niagara Gateway Economic 
Zone's Community 

Improvement Plan (CIP). 

The purpose of the CIP is to 
provide a comprehensive 
framework for the introduc¬ 
tion and implementation of 
financial incentive programs 
and municipal leadership 
strategies designed to accom¬ 
plish die goals for designated 
employment lands, reads the 
staff report. 

The recommendations in 
the report include the addi¬ 
tion of a definitions section, 
which is deemed important 
because it helps identify pri¬ 
ority lands and the type of 
employment opportunities 
that will be addressed. 

Another suggestion being 
made by the Town of Fort 
Erie is the recognition of the 
industrial business district as 
a priority area. 

Council and 
staff also feel the 
creation of 
employment 
should outweigh 
environmental 
measures taken by 
potential busi¬ 
nesses and com¬ 
panies that may be 
attracted to Fort 
Erie, which Ward 1

It almost wasn’t going to 
happen this year, but Nathan 
Chamberland took the 
reigns and he has been 
working around the clock 
ever since to organize this 
year's Niagara Music Awards 
(NMA). 

In anticipation of the 5th 
annual Niagara Music 
Awards, the Sanctuary 
Centre for the Arts is hosting 
a launch party for the cere¬ 
mony on April 24. 

About four months ago, 
Morgan Whelan and Jack 
Mitchell, co-founders of the 
NMAs, decided not to run 
the event this year because 
of other commitments, says 
Chamberland, executive 
director of the NMAs. 

"It's a very big undertak¬ 
ing and Morgan thought she 
couldn’t do it justice this 
year," Chamberland says. 

Chamberland, who is a 
local producer, songwriter 
and a two time NMA winner 
himself, says he knew that 
not having the awards cere¬ 
mony this year "wasn’t 
right." 


That’s why Chamberland, 
along with a small commit¬ 
tee, took over the ceremony 
and all of its preparations. 

The NMAs are special to 
the Niagara region because 
it offers local musicians a 
chance to be appreciated for 
their contribution to the 
music scene. It’s an oppor¬ 
tunity most local local musi¬ 
cians wouldn't have without 
the NMA, Chamberland 
says 

“To me, music is a job you 
do day-in and day-out, hop¬ 
ing that one day you will be 
able to feed your family 
doing it and not having to go 
to work in a factory pushing 
buttons.” 

Although the NMAs are a 
fairly new award ceremony, 
Chamberland says it’s an 
important one because

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Students orchestrate compositions with Niagara Symphony 


When students at 
Stevensville Public School 
started their academic 
year, many of them likely 
had no idea about what an 
oboe is and what it does. 

This has all changed, 
after an extensive in¬ 
school program that has 
been offered by the Niagara 
Symphony. 

On Wednesday, the cul¬ 
mination of a five day 
workshop was showcased 
to the entire student body. 

Students in grade seven 
and five between two 
classes, started the pro¬ 
gram off by learning the 
fundamentals of seven 
woodwind and string 
instruments and by the 
end were composing origi¬ 
nal material with the 
renowned orchestra. 

There were four groups, 
who each wrote their own 
short tune, with the help of 
the professional musicians 
and on Wednesday those 
songs were played in front 
of the whole school. 

B.J. Armstrong is the 
Niagara Symphony's edu¬ 
cation co-ordinator said 
she and all other members 
of the musical unit were 
more than pleased to offer 
their expertise to the stu¬ 
dents in such a unique 
program. 

"It's re-inforcing a whole 
bunch of different skills, 
including the recording of 
music," she said before the 
show started on 
Wednesday. 

The orchestra members 
are there to help the stu¬

Join in the fight against cancer and 
remember those individuals who have 
passed away from cancer by wearing a 
daffodil this April. 

It’s cancer awareness month and 
that means friendly volunteers from the 
the Canadian Cancer Society will be out 
and about collecting donations across 
the Niagara region for cancer research in 
exchange for daffodil pins. 

The daffodil is one of the first flowers 
to bloom in the spring. The flower is a 
symbol of hope and renewal and when 
you donate your spare change to the 
Canadian Cancer Society, you can show 
your support by wearing one. 

The job these volunteers are doing is 
an invaluable one and they should be 
thanked for their efforts because of the 
impact they are making. 

The Canadian Cancer Society esti¬ 
mates that in 2011, about 27,800 people 
passed away from cancer and about 
66,900 new cases were diagnosed that 

Lung cancer remains the leading 
cause of cancer death in Ontario and last 
year an estimated 6,700 people passed 
away from it. 

For women living in Ontario, breast 
cancer is the most frequently diagnosed 
type of cancer and an estimated 9,000 
were diagnosed with it and 1,950 women 
died last year from it. 

For men living in Ontario, prostate 


cancer is the leading cause of cancer 
death with an estimated 10,600 men 
who were diagnosed with it and 1,550 
men who passed away from it last year. 

The reality is that it’s very likely 
everyone knows someone, or will know 
someone, who has lost their lives to can- 

It’s thanks to the volunteers who give 
their time to create awareness for the 
disease, which claims the lives of thou¬ 
sands each year, and raise funds for the 
Canadian Society, enabling it to provide 
important services and programs for 
people who have been touched with 

It’s because of the donations given 
every year to the society that volunteers 
can help patients by providing them 
with transportation to and from their 
chemotherapy and radiation treatments. 

The society also provides one-on-one 
and group support for people living with 
cancer and resources for individuals 
with loved ones battling the terrible dis¬ 
ease, as well as a number of other 
important services.

This is a letter to Dalton 
McGuinty.

Many people will have to 
uproot their families and sell 
or commute a great distance 


if that's possible. 

Many families will lose on 
the sale of their house 
because no one will want to 
buy a house in Fort Erie. 

What attraction have you 
left us with for tourism? 

Our taxes will go up to as 
much as six per cent or more 
and raising taxes may cause 
many seniors who are strug¬ 
gling to stay in their homes, 
to sell. 

You have most likely 
slaughtered the deal for the 
speedway to our town. These 
people realize that the slots 

with their industry would be 
a great attraction 

You could have let the slots 
close at the same time as the 
racetrack, giving people a 
year's notice to work on 
changing their lives and sav¬ 
ing more money. 

You are lying to us when 
you say you will be creating 
more jobs. You are losing just 
as many as you say you will 

There have been more 
closings than this town can 
handle, such as Horton Steel, 
Irvin Airchute, Canadian 
Gasket and Harbour 
Manufacturing. 

The town is a shell of what 

Many people went to the 
slots not just for gaming but 
for entertainment and to 
meet others there. 

There is little left in our 
town for that for entertain- 

You leave us with less and 
less to attract new life to our

the Niagara region." 

You have put a death 
notice to this town for the 
people you have let go and 
the residents.
